MADISON, Wis., March 31—The-Wis- 


consin supreme court will meet Tuesday 
to hand down decision

During the past century thousands of

ed. Should this request be approved, I 
am confident it would result in a better 
condition of our military forces in that

Woodward paid the penalty with his life 
was committed on the evening of Janu- 
ary 2 last at Woodward's ranch, near 
Gar field Teak in the Rattlesnake moun- 
tains, seventy-live miles west of Casper, 
when he shot to death and mutilated -the 
body of Sheriff "William C. Kicker of Na- 
trona county.

upwards 
of fifty 


miles, pressed their 
tired horses until 


many of them gave out, when the men 
jumped off and' faced forward' on foot. 
Some of the mounted men, however, 
were able to gallop right into the gap, 
just ahead of the -burghers.' whom'they 
met with a warm lire. These troops 
also suecedeoV in driving back 
another 


body of 300 Boers, who were forced to 
dosert the guns they had captured from 
the Von -Doiiop convoy, (southwest of 
Klerksdorp) 
in February. The Boers 


'tried to get through several openings, 
'but on each occasion were forced to 
double back until they, ultimately found 
a gap and passed out of the British lines 
within sight of Klerksdorp. Night 
fell 


before the pursuing columns could over- 
take the Boers.

Five Canadians who fell 
out 
of fche 


column and tried to work their 
way 


back were surrounded by a, Boer force 
and made a splendid defense. But, fin- 
ally seeing their case was hopeless, four 
of the Canadians 
surrendered.

state law to the contrary, but if some of 
these notorious charters giving

leges many stat.es do not grant, they arc- 
operative because not opposed by state 
law. Wisconsin, for instance, may not 
issue of itself charters conveying rights 
that grind the people, but still another 
sta-te may issue such and they are op- 
erative here, simply -because we have no 
law opposing. But 
these free lance 


charters can be -ara.de retroactive in a 
way, that is to say, when Wiseonsin on- 
sets la-ft-3 that interfere with corporation 
privacy, it will prevent all corporations' 
operating in the state which 
conflict 


with the law.

SUPPOSED SUICIDE ALIVE, 


Former State Architect of Montana Now 


in Germany After Rclnjr Reported 


Drtnd t'iso Years. 


BUTTE. Mont., Msrch 20.A sensation 


has been caused here by the declaration 
in court of attorneys and a former asso- 
ciate and business partner of John C, 
Paulsen. former state architect that the 
latter had not committed suicide five 
years ago a.s reported and generally be> 
lieved, but that he was still alive and 
probably living with his family in Ger- 
many. Paulsen was charged with hav- 
ing collected nearly $10,000 in bribe mon- 
ey from contractors who built state ed- 
ucations! buildings, and subsequently 
promised to make restitution, lie went 
to his home in Helena for the alleged 
purpose of securing the money, but the 
following day was reported dead, the 
statement being made that he committed 
suicide. The body was at once placed 
in a vault. There was no inquest and 
friends were not permitted to see the re- 
mains. A few flays later the widow de- 
parted for Germany, taking with her to 
New York the coflin that was supposed 
tp contain the remains of her husband. 
An insurance company paid a policy of 
$0,000 of life .'insurances carried by tiie 
architect.

SUGGESTIONS FOR THE ANNUAL

REPARATORY to beginning the 


spring1 cleaning the housekeeper 
surveyed the year's breakages 
with despair. 
The china, and 


glass ware had been hustled 


away into the hall closet, where it stood 
on shelves drearily overlooking an ar- 
ray of damaged chairs and tables. 


"I suppose," said.she, "all these will 


have to be sent to the attic, although it 
does seem a shame that they should be 
thrown away; some of them only slight- 
ly injured, too, and all of them so use- 
ful! I can't think how we can afford to 
replace them just at present," 


"Yes'm," assented Mary Jane, the 


maid of all work, exhibiting only a stol- 
id interest in this wreckage, which she 
knew she had been largely instrumental 
In accumulating. 


"Mend it," suggested a lauly living 


next door who happened to be coming 
in the hall door with the neighborly ob- 
ject of requesting a loan of the last 
month's magazines. 


''Do you suppose," the troubled house- 


wife 
queried—"do you suppose it's

taking the greatest care that she scales 
off none of the broken edges. I think 
she'd better let the pieces soak for 
awhlJe in wai-m water and afterward 
place them in soapy water which con- 
tains a strong solution, of soda; then 
brush the sharp, broken edges with a 


little alcohol; the latter -was added in 
small quantities until the gum was of 
the consistency of crea.ni. A dram of 
powdered gum ammoniacum was added 
to the mastic, and the whole was strain- 
ed through muslin., siThis was to be 
added in drops to the isinglass, stirring 


eral pieces was the work- -of several 
'days, for only one bit co,uld be added to 
the main portion at a time. Each day 
another piece would be put on, until all 
had dried in place. 


Broken furniture received attention 


after the china and glassi To put'it to- 


known, may not be subjected to" the di- 
rect heat from a fire for fear of burning. 
The glue was a delicate, amber colored 
.substance of the" best quality, for the 
supervisor of the mending said that the 
poorer and cheaper kinds were too evil 
smelling to be tolerated. Each cake of 
the glue was wrapped in a piece of mus 
lin and then powdered with a hammer 
befor« it was Sifted into the inner pot. 
It was then covered with water, and the 
inner pot filled with boiling water to 
dissolve it. The glue was' kept at an 
even temperature over a gas fire until 
.the mending was done. The surfaces of 
the wood to be united wer^ first clean- 
ed, and when the glue was sufficiently 
dissolved and the experienced eye of the 
lady from next door had discovered 


stiff, soapy brush. After that she must 
rinse them in clear water and allow 
them to dry thoroughly near the fire or 
in the sun." 


While the broken ware was drying the 


cement was made. 


"If we mix it ouselves, It will cost so 


much less," the thrifty neighbor ad- 
vised. 


The recipe called for twp drams of 


isinglass to' be left in water until it 
was soft. It was then placed in a pot, 
which was put in a saucepan of water 
and held over the fire till the isinglass 
was quite melted. One dram of pow- 
dered gum mastic was dissolved in a 


well all the time, until it became thin, 
like milk and water. 


This mixture served for mending both: 
china and glass. It was applied to the 
edges of the broken ware while the 
pieces were still warm from the-fire. 
Only enough cement was put on the 
china to secure it in place,' 'arid when 
the plate or vase was mended it \vas 
supported so that the fragment could 
not fall off. Elastic bands, bandages of 
twine or linen or supports consisting of 
several books laid to hold them in place 
were de'viees for securing the broken 
sections until they had dried. The re- 
habilitation of china broken into sev-t. 


gelher a grlue pot was' improvised.. it 
was only-an empty jam 'pot placed in a 
pan of boiling water.

ment. The chair leg was bandaged or, 
the chair was«laid on its'baek so that 
the floor would support-the broken part. 


'The mending experiment was a suc- 


cess because the neighbor had learned 
by experience some of the Difficulties 
that-beset the inexperienced. Among 
these-is' the use of glue which is loo 
thin or too old. Every layer of old glue 
was carefully scraped away so that the 
new coating might be put on next to 
the grain. 
Small splinters'were re- 


moved with a sharp knife. '•With a saw, 
a plane, a clawhammer, a quarter inch 
chisel and a glue pot, the mending outfit 
was complete. 
s 
In a day or two,, when the furniture 


had dried, the pieces were gone ovpr 
with polish or touched up with varnish 
or stains, according to needs. 


Some pieces of leaky tin and granite 


ware'°.had been stowed, away, a»d the 
suggestion was made, that with a piece 
of vsoldcr, these could 'once more be made 
serviceable. A chcai>/soldering iron, a 
file,'fc'n" old knife and some emery paper 
comprised the outfit' for this work. 
Each piece to' be soldered was washed 
andv 
( allowed to become perfectly, dry. 


The ispacc about the leak was then rub- 
bed with emery pap.erjand the knife un- 
til it was bright. The solder was then 
applied, and when the hole was filled 
the rough parts were smoothed away. 
; When the menders had spent two or 
three afternoons at their work, they 
ppssessedfa,collection of mended china, 
furniture and glass and tin ware that 
represented many dollars of value.

This is part- 
ly due to the projected popularity of 
diaphanous stuffs and partly to the 
great vogue of wash materials for un- 
derskirts. Silk and moreen are pr&.c- 
tically relegated to obscurity. In place 
of them white lawn and cambric skirts 
elaborately 
trimmed 
with lace are 


shown in all the great shops. 


The style of a gown is s,o greatly in- 


fluenced by the lingerie that at least 
one of the great modistes during the 
present demand for eel-like garments 
endeavored to promote the success of a 
princess undergarment, including- a pet- 
ticoat and a corset cover or a camisole 
in one piece. 


I was shown a model of this the other 


day when I dropped into a shop to look 
over the latest spring fabrics. The pet- 
ticoat was what madame called the 
princess, and there was nothing about 
the waist to detract from its smooth- 
ness. A dart and several narrow plaits, 
mold the waist to the shape. Cut low 
about the neck and edged with a ruch- 
ing of lace, the shoulder straps of rib- 
bon give a touch of daintiness to the 
bodice. The flounce on the skirt, shap- 
ed in graduated length from front to 
back, is also headed with a lace ruch- 
ing. Fine white lawn batiste was the 
material selected for the model. 


Another modiste, a maker of tailored 


garments, recommends the modified di- 
vided petticoat because it permits a 
graceful carriage, since its folds will 
not impede the figure in walking. One 
of the models of this skirt was of the 
new pompadour siik plentifully flowered 
with pale blue and trimmed below with 
two deep flounces of frosty lace. The 


skirt was cut in eight pieces—two for 
the front, two for the sides, two for the 
back and two small circular sections to 
form the yoke i'n front. Nainsook, su- 
rah, lawn or batiste appear to excellent 
advantage in this divided skirt, al- 
though it is only fair to warn those who 
think of adopting it that it is likely to 
cause many difficulties for the laun- 
dress who is compelled to iron it. White 
silk, which requires no ironing, is the 
most desirable stuff for a petticoat of 
this type. 


Cambric skirts trimmed with van- 


dyked flounces headed with bands of 
insertion 
and 
ornamental 
borders 


wrought from the same insertion are 
pretty. Cambric trimmed with a deep, 
tucked flounce garnished with lace and 
/insertion is another variety of the wash 
skirt. The handsomest of the cambric 
petticoats shows a flounce comprising 
half its depth and composed of vertical 
insettings of shaped insertions alternat- 
ed with tucked sections of cambric. An- 
other design shows a skirt orname'nted 
with a narrow vandyked flounce of 
cambric and lace headed by a wide 
band consisting of diagonal strips of 
lace and 
cambric 
tuckings. 
Lace 


flounces are exploited on high priced 
lingerie. 
Narrow, deep and medium 


sized flounces are utilized orl the same 
skirt. A novelty introduced is the use 
of a band of insertion^ between each 
flounce, a marked space being allowed 
to intervene. 


Swiss embroideries and valenclennes 


and torchon laces are the most admired 
trimmings for underskirts. When rib- 
bomi are applied in any shape, the 
washable satin quality is preferred. 


The camisoles combined with these 


white petticoats match in pattern the 
trimming upon the skirts. 
Ruchings 


applied to the bust give a flare to flat 
chested figures, while a bolero edged 
with a frill and covered with at» insert- 
ed pattern in lace is regarded as the 
most effective finish for a thin figure. 


Petticoats of the nonwashable type 


are made of taffetas, surah, brocades, 
glace silk, moreen, mercerized sateen 
and black mohair. The silk and cotton 
skirts are trimmed according to taste, 
the simpler grades being adorned only 
with three or four narrow flounces or a 


Ideep, plaited flounce finished off with a

The seams; of the 
skirt are-stitched^ and a girdle consist- 
ing of plaited silk is shaped to the fig- 
ure just below the waist line. A short, 
round yoke of lace over'silk falls from 
the lace, and the silk collar at the 
throat. The sleeves are quite plain ex- 
cept for the appliqued design of silk 
which matches the pattern upon the 
bodice.

Many cases of inactive skins 
and scalp troubles and poor complex- 
ions are due to sleeping in badly ven- 
tilated rooms, says the New Tork 
Press. It should be understood gen- 
erally that one of the missions of the 
sun is to deodorize and purify. There 
is vitality in sunlight.
